As a result of the conference Wash- 
ington the agriculture departments o! the 
United States and Canada are to dovetail 
the plans for production more widey 
than was done last year. 

The emphasis is to be placed upon live- 
Stock and animal] products, In the event

upon supplies in the other. Steps are to be 
taken to accumulate feed reserves in both 
countries so as to assure an ample supply 
in both. And a joint standing committee 
is to be set up to keep production unde:

As one result it is expected that Can- 
ada's large surplus of feed grains will find 
a broadened market in the United States. 
A further suggestion is that dairy pro- 
ducts from the Dominion may be used to 
make up the lease-lend requirements of the 
Republic 

The wisdom of this kind of collabora- 
tion is shown by the present shortage of 
beef in sections on this side of the bound- 
ary and still larger sections beyond the 
line. Large shipments of American beef 
oversea caused a heavy movement of cattle 
south from Canada last summer.

Those who experience difficulty 
in securing enough varieties of 
winter vegetables will do well to 
study the use of the various forms 
of winter squashes, which may be 
secured in the markets from 
October to early spring 

There are about fifty-five vari- 
eties in the squash family, varying 
from the small summer squash to 
the large, hard-shelled winter 
squashes, such as the pumpkin and 
Hubbard squash. 

The principal food value found 
in these vegetable gourds is in the 
carbohydrate content which varies 
from 3 per cent to 15 per cent. They 
are also rich in the alkaline-form- 
ing food minerals such as potas- 
sium, sodium and calcium, and are 
excellent foods for those who have 
been in the habit of using too many 
of the acid-forming foods, such as 
| meat and the heavier carbohydrate 

foods such as the cereals. 
| The early settlers in America 
| found the pumpkin growing in the 
| Indian corn fields, and soon learned 
| to use this vegetable in several dif- 

ferent ways, Pumpkin pie became 
a favorite dish and this was so well 
liked that later on the settlers 
learned to use Hubbard squash in 
much the same way in making pie 
In most parts of America, today, 
either squash or pumpkin is used 
in making what is called pumpkin 
pie, but in the New England states, 
it is customary to designate either 
kind of pie by its proper name 

The pumpkin is usually round 
with a skin of a beautiful orange 
color and it weighs from ten to as 
high as two hundred pounds. Be- 


sides being used for pie it may be | 


cut up and boiled and then mashed, 
or may be cut into strips and then 
baked. An excellent dish may be 
made by opening up one end of a 
small pumpkin, cleaning out the 
seeds and filling it with a mixture 
made from equal parts of ground 
round steak, minced celery and 
Melba toast crumbs. This mixture 
should be slightly moistened with 
milk, the pumpkin filled, and the 
top replaced and the pumpkin 
baked in a slow oven for at Jeast 45 
minutes. 

Hubbard squash has a very hard 
covering, and must usually be 
broken open with a hatchet, and is 
best prepared by baking after it 
has been cut into several pieces 
and has been cleaned of seeds. It 
may then be served by scraping out 
the soft portion and smashing 
thoroughly. Season the mashed 
squash with butter or cream 

Pumpkin may be cooked by cut- 
ting into small! pieces, boiling in 
plain water and mashing if desired, 
while cream and butter may also be 
used as a seasoning. I consider that 
pumpkin is a very wholesome vege- 
table. 

When these medium starchy 
vegetables are used it is a good 
plan to serve a salad at the same 


; time but I advise that you exclude 


tomatoes or any of the acid fruits 
at this meal
